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WAR RISK INSURANCE. 


"TE subject of war risk insurance continues to hold 

public attention, and the last few days have seen 
a large number of expressions of opinion in the Press 
in which the possibility is examined of establishing 
some form of mutual pool on which owners of property 
destroyed during any war might draw for rebuilding 
purposes. It is significant that although those opinions 
vary as to how best such a pool may be established, 
there is a complete consensus of belief on the essential 
need for setting up a scheme. 

A contribution to the Daily Telegraph and Morning 
Post by Colonel J. Baldwin-Webb, M.P., makes some 
interesting suggestions as to the manner in which the 
pool might be built up. Colonel Baldwin-Webb 
proposes a premium of 2s. 6d. per £100, a similar pay- 
ment being made by the Government. This, he suggests, 
should be compulsory and on a national scale, though 
differential premiums, having regard to the situation 
of the property insured, might be provided for. Taking 
as a basis the figure of £12,000,000,000 quoted last week 
by the President of the Board of Trade, and assuming 
that all owners of property were brought into the 
scheme, the annual sum of £30,000,000 would be pro- 
duced. 

It will, no doubt, be argued that such a sum would 
not go very far should war break out and enemy planes 
bombard our cities. In our opinion, however, the 
establishment of a scheme on these lines would have 
the desired effect of restoring confidence without 
placing a crippling burden upon industry. If we are to 
continue to work, to trade, to build under the shadow 
of war—a condition which may persist quite indefinitely 
—then we must and will adjust ourselves to that con- 
dition; such adjustment is going to be made more 
smooth and with less general dislocation of industry if 
a measure is adopted such as has been suggested. We 
have no reason to anticipate that any damage done 
would exceed the capacity of the fund to pay; should 
it do so, however, let it be remembered that ualess 
reparation be made to owners of buildings destroyed, 
the loss is not only to the owner but also to the State in 
the form of revenue from rates and income tax. More- 
over, the establishment of a scheme of compensation 
would, as we have pointed out in a previous article, 
enable the framework of the building industry to be 
kept together and so prevent inflation of building 
prices such as followed the Armistice in 1919 and after 
years. 


THE STRAND ROUNDABOUT. 


WATERLOO Bridge seems destined to be the source 

of as much anxiety and disturbance as the career 
of the Emperor whose fall it commemorates. Following 
the acrimonious battle of words which preceded the 
destruction of Rennie’s bridge came arguments in regard 
to the design of the new, especially in so far as the 
disposal at the Strand of the greatly increased flow of 
traffic expected from the new bridge is concerned. The 
London County Council, however, have had a trump 
card up their sleeve, in the form of the suggested round- 
about ; this, it will be remembered, is estimated to cost 
£1,883,000 for property and £46,000 for works, and will 
involve the creation of a large place occupying part of the 
sites of “Inveresk House, Aldwych, and the Lyceum 
Theatre. 

When this scheme was first announced on May 3, we 
drew attention to the fact that the irregularity of the 
place as proposed made the scheme far from ideal; a 
particular flaw was felt to be the entry of streets at 
corners which would create a number of awkward- 
jooking angles. From a recent pronouncement by the

Council, however, it appears that a plan having even 
greater disadvantages is proposed, namely, that the 
island site in the roundabout should be utilised for the 
erection of a block of offices, instead of being left as an 
open space. 

Sir Reginald Blomfield, in a letter to the Press, ex- 
presses what most architects will feel to be overwhelming 
arguments against this proposal: (1) that such a block 
must necessarily interfere with either access or traffic ; 
(2) that anyone approaching it from any of the five 
streets concerned would see only the angles of any 
building ; and (3) that this building if erected would 
destroy the vistas of the Strand both from East and 


. West. 


No doubt that section of the Council which has pressed 
upon us the new Waterloo Bridge is anxious to save 
public funds so far as possible, and probably rentals or 
proceeds from sale of this site form part of a “ surplus ”’ 
item of £317,000 which appears in the estimate for 
acquisition of property whose gross cost is put at 
£2,200,000. Where a traffic improvement of such vast 
cost is concerned, we think that the claims of amenity 
must not be overlooked. The opportunity occurs to 
create a great improvement for the Strand which should 
crown the widening scheme of the western portion 
which is slowly arising to completion, and this oppor- 
tunity should not be lost. 

A suggestion has also been made that a car park 
convertible to a bomb-proof shelter might be established 
under the central space. This is a possibility well worth 
exploring; one, moreover, which would bring some re- 
coupment in a central district notably short cf garages, 
in addition to providing shelter for a part of London 
carrying both a large number of passers-by and also 
theatre and older buildings in which the establishment 
of self-contained shelters is not practical politics. 


WAGES AND THE EMERGENCY. 


N a number of districts throughout the country there 
has been a rapid programme of hut building to 
accommodate the new Militia, now about to commence 
service. There has been little time in which to act, 
and no time in which to plan the programme with full 
consideration for all eventualities. The condition of 
fulfilment has been, somewhat naturally, paramount. 

Accordingly, wages have been paid, and hours worked, 
at a scale which would not be tolerated in any other 
circumstances, and there has been considerable dis- 
turbance to normal building as a result of these condi- 
tions. We have been informed of a case in the courts, 
within the last few weeks, in which it was shown that 
an errand boy had been engaged on this work as a 
carpenter’s improver, and had been earning at an 
average of £5 10s. per week, while it is common report 
that carpenters of very moderate ability have been 
drawing £10 per week for some time, while labourers 
are earning more than a general foreman under 
the recognised rates of pay. In the surrounding districts, 
labour of the kind required has flocked to the public 
works in such a way that not only are carpenters and 
labourers scarce upon normal work but their absence 
is limiting the activities of all other trades waiting on 
their services. 

These are unsatisfactory circumstances, and tolerable 
only if, as seems to be the case, this is a brief emergency 
programme, and if no other means could be found to 
overcome the situation. It deserves comment, however, 
in that it indicates an expenditure of public funds which 
will place a burden upon industry, the profits of which 
will be taxed to pay the bill. We trust that those in 
high places will bear in mind that such occasions must 
be avoided wherever possible if we are to discharge safely 
the onerous burdens we have taken upon our shoulders.

Preservation of a Modern 
Building, Rochester. 

Tue Minister of Health has approved 
an order made by the Rochester City 
Council under Section 17 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932. This section 
of the Act enables local authorities to 
make orders for the preservation of build- 
ings which are of special architectural or 
historic interest. Buildings subject to 
such orders cannot be demolished without 
the consent of the Council. 

The order covers the Foord Alms-houses, 
Priestfields, Rochester. These houses 
were built in 1927 and 1932, and are con- 
sidered to be outstanding examples of 
modern domestic architecture. They were 
designed by the late Sir Guy Dawber 
R.A., Past President of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects. They consist of two 
groups of forty-seven and sixteen houses, 
arranged round open courts with an orna- 
mental archway entrance and an assembly 
hall as a central feature. Previous orders 
made under this section for the preserva- 
tion of buildings on account of their archi- 
tectural interest have dealt with buildings 
erected not later than the eighteenth 
century. The Alms-houses were _illus- 
trated in our issue for April 27, 1928.

Installations. 

A GENERAL exposition of the principles 
of camouflage and of the broad methods 
most effective in making large buildings 
less distinguishable to hostile aircraft 


are contained in A.R.P. Handbook 
No. 11, which is published by the 
Stationery Office (price 3d. net). It 


points out that the ideal of camouflage 
is to present the raider with a landscape 
devoid of arresting features, and it ex- 
plains how the camoufleur’s chief 
problem is to combine, through the 
process of colouring, the effect of dis- 
torting the form of the building with an 
imitation of the surrounding neighbour- 
hood. The handbook also contains

The Design of Petrol Filling Stations: 
Scapa Society’s Report. 

AccornpIna to the recently published 
1938-39 Annual Report of the Scapa 
Society (Society for Checking the Abuses 
of Public Advertising), the coming into 
operation of by-laws respecting petrol fill- 
ing stations, under Section 11 of the 
Petroleum (Consolidation) Act, 1928, has 
nad a salutary effect in those counties 
and boroughs where by-laws have been 
made. ‘‘The provisions in the by-laws 
‘vith regard to the use of proper materials 
or the building, the omission of external 
advertisements, the painting of all the 
Pumps the same colour, and the keeping 


of the premises in a tidy and orderly con- 
dition, have resulted in a very great in- 
provement,’ states the Report. ‘* Apart 
from the by-laws, too, there is a marked 
rise in the standard of the design of fill- 
ing stations, many of which are now 
attractive adjuncts to the roadside instead 
of eyesores. The improvement, however, 
is not yet universal. . . . It is worth bear- 
ing in mind that in districts where by- 
laws are in force, no external advertise- 
ments on filling stations are permitted 
except the standard national sign, an 
announcement of the filling station itself, 
and the special signs authorised by asso- 
ciations such as the Royal Automobile 
Club and the Automobile Association 


Croydon Education 
Department Architect. 

Ir has been recommended to the Croy- 
don Borough Council that the services of 
Mr. A. Sunderland, F.R.I.B.A., architect 
to the Education Department, be ex- 
tended until an architect is appointed to 
take over the architectural work of the 
department. Mr. Sunderland was to re- 
tire on superannuation, at his own 
request, on August 31. 


Proposed Redevelopment 
of Alnwick. 

Autnwick U.D.C. has decided to proceed 
with the redevelopment of Alnwick, and 
Mr. T. W. Sharp, Professor of Architec- 
ture at King’s College, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, has been engaged to advise upon 
the scheme. 

Professor Sharp proposes to treat the 
area as a whole and then achieve a satis- 
factory layout which would mean that 
they would get between Clayport, Fenkle- 
street and Pottergate a number of new 
streets which would hold very well to- 
gether and form a new colony in the 
town itself. 


lames Alfred Ewing : 
Medal Award. 

Mr. W. J. E. Bryntz, M.A., President, 
presented at a recent meeting of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers’ the 
James Alfred Ewing Medal to Professor 
Arnold Hartley Gibson, D.Se., LL.D., 
M.Inst.C.E. This is the second award of 
the Medal, which was founded in memory 
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of Sir Alfred Ewing, Honorary Member of 
the Institution, who was so well known 
for his work in scientific research, and is 
presented for specially meritorious contri- 
butions to the science of engineering. 
Professor Gibson was President, Section 
G (Engineering), of the British Associa- 
tion in 1921, and was a member of the 
Board of Trade Committee on Water 
Power of the British Isles; of the Air 
Ministry Engine Research Committee; 
and of the Severn Barrage Committee. He 
has written a number of papers on 
hydraulic engineering, and is at present 
Professor of Engineering at the University 
of Manchester. 


Ashmolean Museum: 
New Extension Opened. 

Lorp CRAWFORD AND BALCARRES Opened 
at Oxford an extension of the Ash- 
molean Museum. The extension, which 
is on the north-east corner, provides a 
home for the museum’s fine Egyptian 
collection, which has been arranged in 
chronological order, as well as a lecture- 
room and a storage basement. Mr. T. 
Harold Simpson, the architect, has 
also built, between the new wing and 
the Taylorian Institution, a set of smaller 
rooms on six floors, including students’ 
workrooms, a new room for the keeper, 
Mr. E. T. Leeds, and rooms for the pre- 
paration of exhibits. 


Additions to the Green Belt: 
Buckinghamshire. 

THe London County Council has de- 
cided to make contributions amounting 
to nearly £24,000 under the Green Belt 
Scheme towards the cost of acquisition 
or preservation by the Buckinghamshire 
County Council of considerably more 
than 2,000 acres of land near Amersham. 
The acquisition of three properties is 
involved—Hodgemoor Wood, Hall Barn 
Estate and Shardeloes Estate. A further 
property, Shardeloes Park, is to be pre- 
served from building. Together, they 
form a most attractive stretch of hilly 
countryside which includes park-land. 
agricultural land and beautiful beech 
woods, bounded on the east by the River 
Misbourne. The area is well served by 
public footpaths.

After writing about photo- 


July 24. 
graphy last week, I went to the Archi- 
tectural Association, where some of the 
finest architectural photographs I have 
ever seen are on view, done by G. F. 


Kipper SmitH in Greece and Egypt 
on his way from Princeton to Antioch. 
The remarkable thing about these 
prints is the way in which they re- 
duce the general to the particular. By 
this I mean that the average photograph 
of an Egyptian Temple gives one a rough 
idea of the shapes that one might expect 
to see on visiting such a building, but 
the particulars of the texture, the surface 
pattern and, in fact, the spirit of the 
work do not come through clearly in 
photography and convey less than a draw- 
ing or a painting. 

These photographs at the A.A. give a 
very vivid impression of the Greek and 
Egyptian scene both in general and in 
particular. From the point of view of 
architectural. photography they are 
superb, and as examples of these two 
architectural styles they are well worth 
while studying.* 

At the A.A., too, is the annual exhibi- 
tion of drawings by students, and I seem 
to remember that, during the time of the 
A.A. crisis, the students had gone berserk 
and become the despair of their elders. 
I forget all the pros and cons of the 
two opposing camps, but GoopHaRtT- 
RENDEL represented the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts school of thought and the students 
—headed by certain of the unit masters 
—represented another. The students, I 
seem to remember, lost their vote, one 
of the things they were fighting for. I 
felt that, if they lost that, the cause of 
architecture was finished—at least so far 
as the A.A. student was concerned. 


Well, here they are—without the vote 


and without Goodhart-Rendel, and the 
result is one of the most amazing 
students’ exhibitions I have seen. J 


found a depth of analysis, the feeling that 
the young, in their search for truth, are 
going to lead the elders.

When I was an A.A. student, we were 
considered advanced as a school, but the 
height of our architectural perception

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age Prix de Rome drawings. In retro- 
spect, our work was covered with a form 
of self-deceit which presented itself to us 
as the real architecture. In some curious 
way, I was bored and disinterested 
with architecture during this period—in 
spite of the fact that I was finalist in 
some of the R.I.B.A. prize schemes. 

How much of this was the result of 
not producing real, as opposed to paper, 
architecture is difficult to tell, but there 
the fact, for most of us, was. We did 
the drawings because we were told to 
do them 

* * * 


These drawings on show now at Bed- 
ford Square exhibit a quite different 
approach, and one which I feel is almost 
right. It is rather as if the student had 
been encouraged enough to become really 
interested in the job of designing, and 
the persistence and virility of their 
analyses suggest that it would not have 
been accomplished with the collective in- 
difference which I found as a student at 
the A.A. 

The units which form the end of the 
fourth and the fifth years have produced 
something which approximates more to 
the real architecture of the future than I 
have previously seen students capable of. 

As you enter this particular exhibi- 
tion room, you are faced with the pro- 
blem of a school building. Not the tidy 
solution of a fixed programme of accom- 
modation, but the analysis of what a 
school is and how right is its claim to

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national life. It takes the elementary 
school, the Secondary school, and the 
Public school; Harrow is projected on a 
map, and each individual. building is 
criticised. In short, the student avoids, 
or is led to avoid, that rather tidy, classi- 
cal solution of a problem, and instead is 
made to think about the subject in its 
broadest sociological sense. 

As one walks round this exhibition of 
students’ work one is constantly trying 
to catch up with their endeavours, which 
is a new sensation for me. The pene- 
trating analyses of the subjects make 
one conscious of the superficiality with 
which the average adult designer con- 
ducts his work; the complicated subjects 
these students have tackled, and the 
thoroughness with which they have 
tackled them, leads one to hope that the 
youth of to-day will, in time, cut through 
the stupidity of the present civilisation 
and renew it with vitality before it ex- 
tinguishes itself. 

So far as detailed criticism is concerned, 
here are some notes I made at Bedford- 
square and print for what they are worth. 

Crook AND PASCALL, in designing a 
recreation centre for Eastbourne, have 
taken a leaf out of CorspusieR’s notebook 
and used the tall building surrounded by 
large green spaces. How right this form 
of building is remains debatable, to my 
mind, but it would at least have been 
helped by a greater understanding of land- 
scape design. 

The unsigned drawings of the study for 
a museum are a pattern of clear analysis, 
and although the design lacks a quality 
which might be loosely termed “ soul,” 
it does possess (in a world of so called 
functionalism) a high degree of function. 

The drawings of a house signed ‘‘ Paul” 
show a fine grasp of the problem, but they 
do typify an aspect of contemporary work 
which is disconcerting—namely, that they 
are clever and ingenious rather than 
organic and simple. And the only use of 
the perspective is in the esquisses of the 
Junior Units. The subject “‘ Pomp and 
Circumstance ”’ is treated symbolically by 
one student in a positive way which one 
does not always associate with the young.

I wonder how the designs looked that 
were not chosen to hang on the walls?

I saw two other exhibitions of students’ 
work, and they both represent a great con- 
trast to this at the A.A. One was the 
annual exhibition of students’ work at 
the Royal College of Art, of whose archi- 
tectural side Proressor Knapp FIsHER is 
the head. Last year there was an old city 
and Runnymede; this year an old city 
(Tiryns) and a centre at Kensington. 
There is little that I want to say about 
it, and for you to compare the two is the 
only fair thing. It might be argued that 
this work at the R.C.A. is only for students 
who are, later, to take up painting, but T 
cannot help feeling that, even so, they 
should learn more about contemporary 
architecture, 

* * . 

Much the same thing applies to that bug- 
bear of architectural prizes—the Prix de 
Rome. At the R.I.B.A. are the works of the 
coveted finalists, and anything more 
different from the work of the A.A. is diffi- 
cult to imagine. It all goes back to Tony 
Garnier, and the Ecole des Beaux Arts 
with a dash of the slick draughtsmanship 
that emanates from the Americans who 
went to Paris—such as Hornsoste.. I 
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feei it is not architecture and that it is 
a pity that this prize should exist to dis- 
tract the serious student from the real 
thing. One can only hope that schools in 
the future will see less and less value in 
attempting the feat of winning the 
‘“* Rome.” . ‘i - 


In the next room at the R.I.B.A. are 
the working drawings of architects, not 
very striking drawings for the most part. 
The set of Norwich Town. Hall by Jamss 
AND PreRcE are outstanding in this room 
and are good by all standards. 

But standards this week are set—so far 
as the general is concerned—by the 

rilliance of youth as represented by the 
\.A. I compliment those who are re- 
ponsible for it. The architectural hori- 
.on is not so dreary after all!

An L.C.C. Rescue and Demolition Service. 
_ To tue Epiror or The Builder. 
Str,—I should be glad if you would 

allow me to bring to the notice of the 

readers of your journal an A.R.P. service 
which I feel has, up to the present time, 
not been in the public eye to the extent 
which it deserves. I am referring to the 

Rescue and Demolition Service. 
Members of rescue and demolition 

parties are required to take out casualties 

from damaged buildings, to clear up 
debris and to shore up or demolish struc- 

tures which have become dangerous as a 

result of aerial bombardment. 

The responsibility for the organisation 
of this service has, at the request of the 
Lord Privy Seal, quite recently been 
assumed by the London County Council, 
and a scheme has been prepared provid- 
ing for about 1,130 parties of men 
stationed in all parts of London. For the 
manning of this service the Council must 
recruit some 15,000 men. Physically fit 
men generally, 30 years of age and over, 
are wanted, of the type of builders’ fore- 
men (as leaders of parties) and skilled 
and unskilled men employed in the build- 
ing trades and by public works contrac- 
tors. 

Technical training for this essential ser- 
vice will be given in the men’s working 
time. A certain amount of training in 
‘irst-aid and anti-gas measures will be 
‘iven out of working hours, but I know 
‘hat volunteers from the building trades 
would not wish to be behind other mem- 
bers of the community in giving up a 
proportion of their spare time to be 
trained for their war-time jobs. 

_ Should war come, these volunteers will 

be employed by the London County 

Council on a whole-time basis at the rate 

of pay laid down by the Government, 

namely, £3 a week in the case of unskilled 
men, and, in the case of skilled men, £3 

a week together with an allowance 

sufficient to make their wages broadly 

equivalent to their normal remuneration 
as skilled operatives, but without over- 
time. 

Any man interested in this work has 
only to write to the Architect of the Lon- 
don County Council, County Hall, S.E.1, 
when an enrolment form will be sent to 
fim, which will be dealt with in con- 
junction with the London Master 
Builders’ Association and the National 
Federation of Building Trades’ Opera- 
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tives, who are actively co-operating with 
the Council in the recruitment of the 
volunteers required. 

I appeal to those of your readers who 
are eligible to volunteer at once to man 
this important and essential branch of

The Institute of Quantity Surveyors. 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 

Str,—In a recent jissue, reference is 
made to the creation of this new body. 
With so many institutions whose mem- 
bers practise quantity surveying there 
appeared small need for any more. 

The time is ripe for forming the whole 
of these practitioners into one organisa- 
tion. They have a single specific duty, 
unlike such institutions as the R.I.B.A., 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the 
Auctioneers’ Institute, and similar bodies, 
whose duties are multiple. 

Just as the dentists and the architects 
have recently closed their ranks by 
registration, so must the other pro- 
fessions. This is due alike to the public 
and the professions, so that both may be 
protected from unqualified men. The 
best way to do this is to create a 
federation of the professions, as in Italy, 
amongst whose duties would be the re- 
orientation of the duties of overlapping 
societies. Some authority is clearly 
needed to bring order out of the chaos 
of existing institutions. That chaos in- 
creases faster than order is evolved. The 
waste of time, money and services is 
appalling. Perhaps a Royal Commission 
to inquire into the position would be best. 
A federation must be formed sooner or 
later. Even when the professions have 
been reformed and regulated, a federation 
for co-ordination would be essential. 
Some external compulsion may be neces- 
sary to overcome their inertia.

Altering a ‘‘ Signed ”’ Building, 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 

S1r,—An interesting point is raised by 
extensive alterations to a building now 
in progress in Westminster, in the course 
of which considerable alterations have 
been made to the original design. On one 
of the stones is carved the name of the 
original architect. The work is nearly 
completed and the architect’s name is 
being left on the altered structure. The 
alterations are being made in good taste, 
and are no doubt necessary to adapt an 
oldish building to modern requirements, 
but the new elevations will not be the 
work of the architect whose name appears 
on the building. 

I should Tike to ask whether a living 
architect, who objects to his name appear- 
ing on one of his buildings which has 
been altered, can eompe) the owner to re- 
move his name? It is not suggested that 
this point is in question in connection 
with the building referred to, but it raises 
interesting speculations. For instance, 
would the owner of “‘a Lutyens house” 
be entitled to advertise it and sell it as 
such in the (extremely unlikely) event of 
its having been altered out of all recog- 
nition by someone else? The owner may 
even have affixed a plate to the house 
with the name of the original architect 
and the date of erection. Should he be 


allowed to retain this in the event of the

COMPETITION NEWS 


Design for a New Shop Front in Aluminium. 


The Northern Aluminium Company are 
erecting a new shop front for the Building 
Centre, and have requested the directors 
of the Building Centre to organise on 
their behalf a competition for a suitable 
design. Assessors are: Messrs. Robert 
Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., Maurice E. Webb, 
D.S.O., M.C., F.R.1I.B.A., R. S. Lavers, 


A.R.1.B.A., and F. R. Yerbury, Hon. 
A.R.I.B.A. Premiums of £100 and £50 
are offered. 


The competition is open to any architect 
or architectural student of British 
nationality. Designs must be sent in by 
September 18 to Mr. F. R. Yerbury, 
director of the Building Centre, 158, New 
Bond-street, W.1, from whom conditions 
may be obtained. No questions answered. 

Following are points from the require- 
ments :— 

The shop front is to be designed to meet 
the requirements of the Building Centre, and 
a plan and elevation of the existing site and 
building are provided with the conditions, 
together with diagrams showing the actual 
portion of the fagade, entrance, etc., to be 
dealt with. An arcade is not desired. The 
design must incorporate a canopy extending 
to the full length of the shop front. The 
Building Centre symbol must be incorporated 
in the design and also the words ‘‘ The Build- 
ing Centre.” 

The material to be used is aluminium, 
manufactured by the Northern Aluminium 
Co., and samples of the various types, colours 
and finishes suitable and available may be 
seen at the Building Centre or particulars 
obtained from the Northern Aluminium Co.. 
Banbury, Oxon. 

Structural details, such as those in connec- 
tion with the actual fixing of the canopy, 
etc., will be dealt with by the promoters. 
The canopy should be in the main made from 
aluminium, although a certain amount of 
glass may be introduced. During the period 
of the competition there will be on exhibi- 
tion at the Building Centre for the assistance 
of competitors a selection of aluminium. 


Town Hall and Shire Hall, Bedford. 


Mr. H. V. Lanchester, F.R.I.B.A., has 
accepted the appointment of assessor for 
a Town Hall scheme for Bedford Town 
Council, and the Beds County Council 
have appointed Professor S. D. Ads- 
head, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., as assessor of 
the Shire Hall scheme. The assessors 
have jointly nominated the following six 
architects to take part in a limited com- 
petition: Professor A. E. Richardson, 
A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., Mr. Oswald P. Milne, 
F.R.I.B.A., Messrs. James and Pierce, 
Mr. P. D. Hepworth, F.R.I.B.A., Messrs. 
Harvey and Wicks, and Messrs. Howard 
and Carr, AA.R.I.B.A. 

The anticipated cost of the building is 
approximately £120,000, exclusive of cost 
of site and of movable furniture. The 
competition conditions provide that the 
design of the new Town Hall shall not 
be out of harmony with its surroundings, 
and that, although the Town Hall and 
Shire Hall designs will be considered on 
their merits independently, and may, in- 
deed, be designed under separate author- 
ship, it is hoped that they will harmonise 
with each other.

EXHIBITION OF STUDENTS’ WORK. 


Tue exhibition of the work of students 
at the Architectural Association Schools— 
the opening of which by Lord Sempill on 
Friday last is reported elsewhere—goes 
far to re-establish the A.A. to that posi- 
tion among the schools from which, in 
recent years, some have felt it to be 
slipping. The current show is the most 
promising we have seen for some years; 
quality of design, presentation and, per- 
haps, most important, the evidences of 
solid and intelligent research into pro- 
blems indicate that the A.A. students 
have remembered that hard work is the 
better part of genius. 


Much of the work on exhibition, more 
especially in the thesis designs, is con- 
cerned with large-scale planning rather 
than the design and construction of iso- 
lated buildings, which indicates that 
some of Mr. Rowse’s eggs have hatched 
out well under Mr. Jellicoe! There is 
always a danger, of course, in students 
becoming over-concerned with social) re- 
organisation to the exclusion of their 
primary job of designing buildings; it is 
a hard but true saying that for the next 
few years the average young designer will 
probably be more concerned with plan- 
ning sanitary blocks or extensions to 
hen-coops than with anything else. At 
the same time, it is remarkable how the 
business of design is improved by a 
thorough knowledge of the people for 
whom buildings and planning are in- 
tended, and how easily and often the 
shins of the superior person get barked 
when designing what the public should 
have instead of what the public wants. 
It is forgotten sometimes that the archi- 
test is a servant of the public much as 
any other professional man; the nature 
of his work may enable him to lead but 
not to dictate. In some exhibitions we 
have thought to have noticed that the 
designer and the people for whom 
schemes were planned were poles apart 
—buildings brilliant fictions, planning 
schemes magnificent patterns, all of 
them gone with the wind from the mind 
within the week. 

But if design is fluid, facts are perman- 
ent, and we have noticed with pleasure 
the amount of original research that has 
gone into the more ambitious schemes 
shown at the A.A. Especially meritorious 
is the project for the re-planning and re- 
organisation as a workable, economic 
agricultural scheme of a tract of country 
in Berkshire. The students (drawn from 
Units 12 and 15) have made a thorough 
investigation on the spot of the nature of 
the problem, and have worked out a 
scheme—utilising available Government 
assistance and assuming existence of 
machinery which does not yet exist. 
though it might well—for re-organising 
the 20,000 acres on centrally-directed 
lines. The requirements of new housing, 
shops, services, etc., have been gone into 
with great thoroughness, and though the 
scheme as exhibited is not yet com- 
pleted, the results to date are promising. 

Another scheme deserving of congratu- 
lation is for the establishment of a 
National Animal Reserve and Zoo in Ash- 
down Forest. Here the authors, J. P. 
Tingay and E. C. Richardson, have 


worked on the broad lines of Whipsnade, 
but have successfully introduced some 
new features of planning which show a 
thorough grasp of the problems. 





The general approach was by examina- 
fion of existing jobs and the interview- 
ing of experts. The site is well placed 
for London and South coast resorts, and 
consists of steeply sloping land with 
varied vegetation and a sandy subsoil 
(important for animals) and a good water 
supply. No attempt at design was made 
until a scale contour model of the site had 
been constructed. 


Problems were (1) to give animals and 
public a full sense of freedom; (2) to re- 
tain natural beauty of site; and (3) to 
manage successfully the main circula- 
tion and position necessary buildings 
taking into consideration a gradient of 
1 in 9. The plan on facing page shows how 
the problems have been resolved ; Problem 
1 by emphasis on informality and the 
planning of twin track roads; Problem 2 
by careful positioning of buildings and by 
concealing all car parks in woods; and 
Problem 3 by securing three separate cir- 
culations, (a) cars, (b) cycles, and (c) 
pedestrians. The scheme has been in- 
geniously and carefully worked out in 
considerable detail, and shows consider- 
able insight into the problem. 


Other schemes which single themselves 
out are a plan for the redevelopment of a 
clearance area in Stepney (Unit 11), in 
which again considerable original re- 
search into problems has been done; and 
a replanning scheme for the Port of Bris- 
tol Development (R. D. Hammett, J. R. 
Penoyre and J. M. Wheeler) splendidly 
shown by a model (see p. 144) by P. R. 
Carstairs. The models this year are 
many and quite first-class. Their obvious 
uses to both architect and client are rein- 
forced by the understanding they can 
give to the student of some of the diffi- 
culties of full-size construction. 


In the junior years, much of the work 
is also of refreshing quality. In particu- 
lar the standard of the drawings is high. 
Some of the exhibits noticed were a 
model of a coffee stall (J. D. Broadbent) ; 
a well-drawn and rendered, but rather 
unsympathetic Marriage Hall (J. Blox- 
ham); a model and drawings of a golf 
course booth and also a restaurant (P. R. 
Carstairs); a well-thought-out plan with 
a set of good drawings of a Sports and 
Social Centre (Carey and Manasseh) ; and 
an Academy for Colonial and Dominion 
Scholars in London (Geoffrey Robson). 


These and much else in the exhibition 
merit congratulation for students and the 
Principal and the staff. The exhibition 
remains open until to-morrow (July 29). 


THE ANNUAL PRIZE-DAY. 


THE annual Prize-Day and Exhibition of 
Work by students of the Architectural 
Association School of Architecture was held 
at 34-36, Bedford-square, W.C.1, on Friday, 
July 21. 


Mr. J. Murray Easton, F.R.I.B.A. (Pre- 
sident), who was in the chair, said the most 
mportant event of an eventful school year 
was the appointment of a new Principal. In 
oer to find the right man the Council had 
been prepared to explore every avenue, even 
to leave no stone unturned. The latter pro- 
cedure had proved unnecessary. Mr. Jellicoe, 
as might have been anticipated, was dis- 
covered not under a stone, but in an avenue 

Although the list of prize awards had 
already been circulated, he wished to con- 
gratulate particularly : Miss A. K. 8. Scott on 
winning the ‘‘ Howard Colls’’ travelling 
studentship, first-year course; Mr. J. B. 
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Moffatt on winning the A.A. travelling 
studentship, second-year course; Mr. B. 
Martin on gaining the Holloway Scholarship, 
third-year course; Mr. G. Robson, on winning 
the Year Prize, fourth-year course; Mr. J. M. 
Wheeler on gaining the Henry Florence travel- 
ling studentship, fifth-year course; Mr. 
J. R. B. 8. Penoyre on not only having gained 
the A.A. travelling studentship, fifth-year 
course, but also on his nomination for the 
medal presented annually to the best diploma 
student of the year by the Société des Archi- 
tects Diplomés par le Gouvernement, Paris. 


Mr. S. G. Kadleigh, as a student, won the 
R.I.B.A. Owen Jones Prize of £100, and Mr. 
G. Robson won the R.I.B.A. Bronze Medal 
for his work up to the Intermediate Standard. 
Mr. R. D. Hammett had his Archibald Daw- 
nay Scholarship for Construction renewed by 
the R.I.B.A. 


During the session an exchange system with 
the Beaux Arts had been arranged, and 
arrangements had been made with the mili- 
tary authorities whereby students who wished 
to join the Territorials could serve in the same 
unit. 

Mr. G. A. JELLICOE said many people felt 
that a student leaving the school at the pre- 
sent time was undeveloped in certain direc- 
tions, that his thought was unbalanced or had 
developed along certain lines. The curious 
thing was that the students in the school, 
the staff, and every architect felt that they 
wanted to get more and more into contact 
with the real things in life. In that connec- 
tion he wished to refer to a very interesting 
experiment undertaken by two members of 
the staff in the building of additions to a 
cottage in the country by a group of students. 
Everyone felt that that was a fine idea; when 
a student went out and hit his thumb while 
hammering a nail in he knew that a nail 
existed, and a thumb as well. That was just 
a clue to what they intended to do. 


It was intended that the student should 
have a close contact with a model or design 
of three dimensions from the moment he 
arrived in the school; that after he had been 
at the school a short time he should construct 
a model showing structure in the three dimen- 
sions; and that after that he should go out 
and build his houses. That was a great 
change which it was hoped to put into opera- 
tion, A unit would do designs during one 
term and during the following term the whole 
of that unit would go out and actually build 
a house. He felt sure that having built that 
house they would come back with a modified 
view of certain of the more imaginative sides 
of architecture and that thereafter they would 
he more capable of tackling highly imagina- 
tive subjects. 


The Rr. Hon. Lorp Sempitt, in the course 
of his address said: ‘‘ As President of the 
Design and Industries Association, I am closely 
concerned with this relation between industry 
and architecture. On the one hand I feel 
that an architect must be closely associated 
not only with industry but with all present- 
day methods of production and structure. He 
must know the machine. Above all he must 
not let the machine master him, but rather 
he must master the machine, for if he is the 
slave it is the expression of a dead thing 
which will come out in his architecture, while 
if he is a master it is an expression of his own 
true self and, through him, of the vivid 
human world around him that will be brought 
about.”’ 


Mr. Srantey Hatt, P.R.I.B.A., proposing 
a vote of thanks to Lord Sempill, said he 
heartily endorsed his remarks about keeping 
in touch with the materials and structures of 
the present-day as well as being masters of 
the machine and not letting the machine 
become master. He did not think it was at 
all a tendency of the present time to become 
machine-minded to such an extent that the 
machine was the master. There was just as 
much at the present time a danger of copy- 
ing as there had even been in the past, and 
conversely there was just as much taste and 
scholarship required in designing to suit the 
requirements of the present-day as had ever 
been necessary in past phases of design or 
vogues.

THESIS SUBJECT BY J. P. TINGAY AND G. S. RICHARDSON (A. A. SCHOOLS). 


THE ROME SCHOLARSHIP 
EXHIBITION AT THE R.I.B.A. 


An Exhibition of Drawings submitted 
in this competition is now on view at 
the R.I.B.A. The subject of the competi- 
tion was ‘‘ An Aero Club,”’ and the follow- 
ing conditions were to be observed :— 


PhO Site ig s.k eases , falls 5 ft. from 
west to east, but is level in the direction 
north to south. The property is bounded 
on the north and south sides by new build- 
ings, the walls of which will abut upon the 
new club building. No light is available 
for the club building on these two sides 
other than that obtainable within the area 
of the site by means of setbacks or light- 
wells, the walls of which it is assumed may 
be carried up vertically to the full height. 
It can be assumed for the purposes of this 
programme that the adjoining buildings 
have no rights of light over the site. The 
principal street is an important one in the 
heart of the official and clubland part of 
the city, and the existing buildings facing 
on to this street are of fine character with a 
general height of about 80 ft. The pre- 
dominant materials are stone. 


The general impression created is 
that there is nothing outstanding 


amongst the designs; by this is meant 
nothing showing great originality in ele- 
vational treatment. On the other hand, 
no freakish or ultra-modern design is 
in evidence. The plan of the winner— 
Mr. Ralph Cowan, Student R.I.B.A., of 
the Edinburgh School of Architecture— 
is undoubtedly the best submitted. His 
scheme is shown by a_ well-worked-out 
and well-delineated set of drawings 
‘shown on page 160). His plan is an 
architectural one; the illustrations show 
 fineentrance hall. This hall is of pleas- 
ing form; to the left and right are the 


restaurant and main lounge, approached 
by circular antes. From the vestibule, 
conveniently placed, are non-members’ 
room and reception room. Also in the 
hall are such essentials as telephones, 
bureau, ete. A fine swimming pool and 
gymnasium are provided, with ample 
viewing accommodation, dressing-rooms, 
bath-rooms, etc., being placed beneath 
the gallery. 


On the first floor the principal rooms 
are the library, reading room, map-room, 
ete., with essential and necessary offices. 
On the second floor are committee and 
board rooms, and general offices. The 
elevational treatment in the main street 
is severe yet of good proportion. We 
should like to have seen a more dominant 
main entrance feature with a striking 
symbolical sculpture to define’ the 
character or purpose of the club; however, 
the design has dignity. The garden eleva- 
tion is distinctly pleasing. Sculpture is 
quite freely used (if a bit scattered), which 
this type of building can carry, for not 
only does it add interest, but would give 
an opportunity to young sculptors who 
at present are training without much 
prospect of work. Our architects should 
see to this. 


Among the other schemes, Mr. R. W. 
Cave (London University) is commended 
for his plan, which has interesting points, 
as have several others; all, indeed, are in- 
dicative of a good deal of hard work. It 
is not possible to mention all, but would 
draw attention to one scheme, the eleva- 
tional treatment of No. 4, by ‘ June,” 
whose west and east elevations are in- 
deed scholarly. 

The exhibition closes to-day (Friday). 


ROYAL COLLEGE: OF ART 
EXHIBITION OF STUDENTS’ WORK. 


THE annual exhibition of students’ 
work at the Royal College of Art is in- 
variably an interesting one, embracing 
subjects such as architecture, sculpture, 
fabrics, painting, pottery, etc., for it 
should be recalled that the Royal College 
of Art is not an architectural school but 
has an architectural course. 

Of the two principal architectural sub- 
jects in the exhibition one is ‘‘ A Com- 
munity Centre, S. Kensington.’ This 
subject, chosen for the second term’s 
work, was intended to reflect the interest 
taken to-day in recreational, scholastic 
and artistic centres. The site chosen was 
bounded by the Albert Hall on the north 
and the old Brompton-road on the south, 
and students selected their own buildings 
to design, and considered them both from 
practical and esthetic points of view. A 
layout plan shows the general scheme 
and positions of the major and minor 
buildings. Vistas are many. The area 
was taken to be clear, with all buildings 
removed except the Albert Hall. In de- 
sign the architectural treatment of the 
various new buildings are contemporary 
in character, but devoid of eccentricities 
or oddities. Their general proportions are 
good, and harmonise one with the other 
in good taste. Amongst the designs which 
make appeal are (without detailed com- 
ment) the Open-air Theatre, by Jack 
Wright; the Cinema, by Edward T. Oram; 
the Tennis and Bowls Pavilion, by Miss 
Mavis Grindle; and the Flat-roofed 
Restaurant, by Miss D. Williams. 


The second subject set the students the 
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problem of making a free reconstruction 
of the fortress and palace at Tiryns, on 
the Athenian coast, and the building up 
of the lower portion of the citadel in a 
free southern Mediterranean style. Con- 
siderable study and research has been 
undertaken, and the spirit and character 
of the various buildings has been well 
captured, of which an excellent general 
impression is given in the panorama, by 
John Pearson. The architectural treat- 
ment of the subject is extremely pictur- 
esque, and it is not difficult to visualise 
the buildings in strong sunlight. Striking 
is the design for the large Inn, by C. A. 
Mirfield; and the Farm, by J. C. Rice. A 
plan and model of the Citadel explains 
the scheme, Miss Sheilah Burton’s Mon- 
astery of St. Peter is also outstanding. 

The students seem well able ta visualise 
the ultimate results of their efforts. for 
which credit is largely due to Professor 
A. B. Knapp-Fisher and his assistants, 
Miss M. S. Taylor, Mr. H. G. Harding 
and Mr. Lawrence King. 

The sculpture section, under Professor 
Richard Garbe, R.A., is one of the best 
we remember seeing. It is the work of 
25 students, the idea being to encourage 
a diversity of subjects. Sculpture for the 
decoration of buildings predominates, and 
in this success may be claimed. An 
attempt has been made to display the 
sculpture in appropriate settings; con- 
sidering the small space available, the 
effect is satisfactory. Both exhibitions 
deserve a visit from all interested in Art 
matters, either constructive or decorative. 
It remains open till to-morrow (July 29).

WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
Degree of Bachelor in Architecture (Wales). 

The full approval of the Privy Council has 
now been received to the scheme for a course 
leading to the Degree of Bachelor in Archi- 
tecture, which has been arranged jointly by 
the University of Wales and the Welsh School 
of Architecture, Cardiff Technical College. 
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This course is open to matriculated students 
only. It is of six years’ duration, the first 
year being spent in one of the colleges of the 
University of Wales, during which period 
courses of Intermediate or higher grade are to 
be completed in not fewer than three 
approved subjects. The remaining five years 
of the course are to be spent in the Welsh 
School of Architecture, the courses during 
this period being similar to the Certificate 
and Diploma Courses which have been pro- 
vided in the Welsh School of Architecture for 
nearly 20 years. 

The establishment of courses leading to the 
Degree of Bachelor in Architecture, Pass or 
Honours, means that in future students of 
architecture living in Wales need not leave 
the Principality if they wish to work for a 
degree. It also means that Welsh . State 
scholars may study architecture without leav- 
ing Wales, and that students of architecture 
in Wales will be eligible for such important 
awards as the Commonwealth Fellowship. 


Cardiff Technical College Sports. 

At the annual sports of the Cardiff Tech- 
nical College, held recently, the students of 
the Welsh School of Architecture played a 
prominent part, winning for the fifth time the 
H. H. Merrett Shield, awarded to the Depart- 
ment winning the greatest number of events. 

In the Departmental events the Welsh 
School of Architecture won the seven-a-side 
Rugby tournament and the tennis tournament, 
and was placed second in the tug-of-war and 
the relay race. In connection with the seven- 
a-side tournament the School was awarded the 
Welsport Cup for the fourth time. 

In the individual events the following suc- 
cesses were secured by students in the Welsh 
School of Architecture: M. R. Griffiths, 
first in the 220 yards and 660 yards, second 
in the long jump, third in the 100 yards.

BRISTOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
Annual Prize-giving. 

Speaking at the annual prize-giving at the 
Royal West of England School of Architec- 
ture, Bristol, Mr. B. L. Hallward, head- 
master of the Clifton College, suggested a 
series of broadcast talks on architecture, 
similar to those given on gardening, in 
order that the general public should be 
trained to take a much wider interest in the 
subject than is the case at present. 

Referring to the way in which many of our 
finest roads are ruined by hundreds of ‘‘ bun- 
galoid growths,’’ Mr. Hallward said the 
desecration of this land by foul architecture 
was one of the most terrible thiugs of the 
present generation. They had seen commer- 
cialism rampant, wherein ideas of art and the 
purposes of art had ceased to have any play 
at all. It was up to all of them, and partica- 
larly anyone interested in education, to take 
part in the stand against this monstrous 
growth of evil building. A school such as 
theirs was doing magnificent work in trying 
to spread the gospel of artistic sense and how 
to keep it. 


In the course of his report on the year, Mr. 
Gordon Hake, F.R.I.B.A., R.W.A., Princi- 
pal of the school, said a high standard had 
been maintained despite the fact that many 
of their students had joined the Territorial 
Army or had given up time for A.R.P. and 
other National Service work. It was a great 
satisfaction to know that the influence of the 
school was making itself manifest in other 
parts of the world, and to get repeated in- 
quiries from architects and Government De- 
partments asking for pupils from the school 
to enter their offices when they had finished 
the course of training.

Purpose.—This school—designs for 
which were placed first in an open 
competition assessed by Mr. Verner 
O. Rees, F.R.I.B.A., in 1936—ac- 
commodates 320 senior girls and 388 
juniors and infants, the cost being 
£46,100. A special requirement was 
a proper stage for plays in the senior 
assembly hall. 

Sitrnc.—The buildings were de- 
signed to occupy a restricted space 
between a sewer running north and 
south over which no structure might 
be erected, with a stream running 
approximately parallel to it, and 
excavations of a former brickyard 
to the north. The stream was piped 
and filled in, and the pits filled in 
by taking soil from the higher por- 
tions of the site which was levelled. 
The school hugs the contours as 
closely as possible and has a south- 
east aspect. A terrace for teaching 
runs the whole length of the build- 
ing, easily contrived with the ex- 
cavated soil from the foundations. 

To conform to the regulations of 
the Board of Education, which 
appeared after the competition had 
been décided, the school was con- 
siderably enlarged by the addition 
of a gymnasium and ancillary ac- 
commodation, kitchen, milk can- 
teen, etc., and also by increasing the 
size of the classrooms. This re- 
sulted in the cubic contents being 
increased from 474,935 cu. ft. to 
630,988 cu. ft. 

CoNSTRUCTION.—The main school 
block is built on a framework of re- 


inforced concrete with hollow-tile 
suspended floors and roofs, Mr. E. C. 
Mark being the general structural 
consultant. External walls are of 
11 in. cavity brickwork, facings be- 
ing of 2 in. yellow sand-lime bricks. 
All roofs are covered with 3-ply 
bituminous roofing finished with 
crushed marble chippings to pro- 
duce a white surface. 

Partitions between classrooms are 
built in two thicknesses of coke 
breeze isolated from the building 
by felt strips, and a curtain of 
Cabot’s quilt is hung in the cavities. 
Ceilings of all classrooms and walls 
and ceilings of the assembly halls 
are acoustic-plastered. 

Services.—Heating is by pipes 
built into the ceilings in bands along 
external walls, of a width deter- 
mined in each room by the amount 
of heat required, and fed by a low- 
pressure hot-water system. The 
heat produced is radiant. Mr. J. W. 
Cooling, M.Sc.(Tech.), was consult- 
ant for this work. 

Lighting is by electricity, totaliy 
enclosed diffusing fittings of a 
spherical type being employed. 
Plugs are provided for radio in all 
teaching rooms, and points for 
cinema projectors are provided in 
the assembly hall which has also 
amplifiers for loud-speakers. The 
stage in the hall has a back wall 
plastered and whitened to act as a 
screen for cinema and as a horizon 
for coloured lighting effects. 

Fitrinecs AND EQuiPMEnt.—Steel- 





framed windows are zinc-sprayed 
as protection from salt air. Class- 
room windows are sliding and fold- 
ing casements. All window frames 
are painted inside and out a bright 
turquoise blue. Doors are all flush. 


FINISHINGS. — Classroom walls 
are plaster, painted a bright yellow. 
Natural cross-ventilation has been 
provided. Cupboards in two ranges 
are fitted between the piers along 
the corridor side of junior rooms. 
In the senior rooms there are only 
upper cupboards, there being book 
lockers, with access from the corri- 
dor, below. All windows have 
yellow glazed cill tiles. Floors are 
covered with russet battleship lino, 
and doors painted blue. The walls 
of the infants’ and babies’ rooms are 
parchment coloured. Hooks in 
babies’ classrooms are indicated by 
tiles with animals painted on them; 
mugs will have similar designs. 


Sculptures were executed by Mr. 
Bainbridge Copnall, and Messrs. 
Davis and Belfield were quantity 
surveyors. 


The general contractor was Mr. 
O. Marx, of Folkestone, the general 
foreman being Mr. P. Mummery. 
Mr. T. H. Amery was clerk of works. 
The foreman painter was Mr. C. 
Newman, the bricklayers’ foreman 
Mr. J. Whiting, and the foreman 
plumber, Mr. F. E. Matcham, of the 
excellence of whose work the archi- 
tect makes special mention. Sub- 
contractors engaged are on page 167.

GENERAL.—The estate-part of the 
former White City exhibition 
grounds—acquired by the London 
County Council in 1936—covers 
an area of about 52 acres, and when 
completed will comprise 49 five- 
storey blocks containing 2,166 self- 
contained flats with 7,387 rooms 
affording accommodation for about 
11,000 persons. This will be the 
largest amount of accommodation 
yet provided by the Council on any 
single estate developed by the erec- 
tion of blocks of flats. The first 
section was opened on Friday last 
by the Minister of Health. 

Layout. — The construction of 
roads and sewers, under the direc- 
tion of the Chief Engineer, Mr. T. 
Peirson Frank, M.Inst.C.E., F.S.I., 
was begun in September, 1937, well 
in advance of the dwellings, in order 


that the roads should be available i} 
for the building contractors to bring lH A | .

materials on to the site. For this 
purpose the concrete road founda- 
tions were adequately reinforced to 
carry the heavy loads anticipated. z ~

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Surfacing of carriageways and foot- 
ways has been postponed until the 
building contracts are finished. 

The layout of the estate and the 
plans and elevations of the dwellings 
were designed under the direction 
of the former Architect to the 
Council (Mr. E. P. Wheeler, 
F.R.1.B.A.) and the present Archi- 
tect (Mr. F. R. Hiorns, F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A.), the assistant architect 
in charge being Mr. J. W. Hepburn, 
R.B.A., ‘A.R.I.B.A. The construc- 
tion of the foundations for the 
dwellings was carried out by The 
Unit Construction Company, Ltd., 
who also constructed the roads and 
sewers. Work was commenced in 
August, 1938, on the superstructures 
for the first 23 blocks (1,193 flats), 
the majority of which it is antici- 
pated -will be ready for occupation 
before the end of 1939. The con- 
tractors for the superstructures of 
these 23 blocks are Messrs. Gee, 
Walker and Slater, Ltd. 

Fiat Pians.—Of the total number 
of 2,166 flats to be provided, 1,842 
are of standard types designed in 
1934 and known as the 1934 (3 and 
4) types, the remaining 324 being of 
a more expensive type, with a 
higher standard of finish and equip- 
ment, adopted in 1936. Each flat 
is self-contained and, in addition to 
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the living-room and one, two, three 
or four bedrooms, has a kitchen 
and a bathroom with lavatory basin. 
Except in the smaller one-room and 
two-room flats, the water closet is 
in a separate compartment from the 
bath. Tenants will have the choice 
of gas or electricity for cooking and 
heating. Lighting is by electricity. 

In the 1934 (8 and 4) type dwell- 
ings, access to the flats is from the 
balcony on each floor ranged on one 
side of the building. The living- 
rooms and the majority of the bed- 
rooms are placed on the other side. 
which has the better aspect. In 
No. 3 type a copper is fixed in the 
kitchen, while drying rooms are 
provided on the first and third floors 
in proportion to the number of flats. 
A multi-point gas water-heater in 
the kitchen provides hot water for 
the bath, lavatory basin and sink. 
An open fire is provided in the liv- 
ing-room and a gas cooker in the 
kitchen. A larder and dresser are 
placed in the kitchen and a ward- 
robe cupboard in one bedroom. 
Dust chutes are provided in the 
proportion of one to approximately 
30 dwellings. In No. 4 type, instead 
of coppers and drying rooms, wash- 
houses are provided in the propor- 
tion of one to every three flats. The 
washhouse is fitted with a washiny 
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trough, a gas copper and a table. 
Otherwise this type is similar to 
No. 3 type. 

The 1936 type is based on the prin- 
ciple of access to the flats from in- 


ternal staircases. Apart from 
method of access, the 1936 type 
differs from the 1934 types in that 
some of the rooms are larger and, 
except in the smaller dwellings, 
each flat has a private balcony. The 
kitchens, moreover, are directly 
connected with the _ living-rooms, 
communication between these rooms 
being obtained by means of sliding 
doors. A dust chute is provided to 
each staircase and serves 8 to 12 
dwellings only. Larger accommo- 
dation is provided for washing and 
drying clothes. The improvements 
indicated necessitate the charging 
of higher rents. 

AMENITIES.—In order to secure the 
maximum amount of sunlight to the 
dwellings, the blocks are arranged, 
as far as possible, to lie from north 
to south, 7.e., with the main fronts 
facing east and west, with such 
variations as will give interest to 
the planning. Courtyards between 
blocks are open on the southern 
side, and the spacious effect is 
heightened by vistas through cen- 
tral openings in the blocks occupy- 
ing the northern side of the court- 
yards. A feature of the planning 
is that the estate roads have no 
direct connection with the surround- 
ing main roads except on the Bloem- 
fontein-road frontage. Sites for 
churches and other public or com- 
munal buildings and the estate office 
have been reserved along a fine cen- 
tral avenue with double carriage- 
ways. The Hammersmith Metro- 
politan Borough Council proposes 
to erect in Westway a health centre, 
in which will be incorporated a 
school medical treatment centre for 
the use of the Council. Fitted play- 
grounds for children will be formed, 
and areas reserved for a number of 
tenants’ gardens. Fourteen shops 
are to be provided on the ground 
floor of one block facing Bloemfon- 
tein-road. 

Rents.—The estimated rents, in- 
clusive of rates and water charges, 
of the dwellings are as follows, the 
net rents fixed by the Council with- 
out these additions being given in 
brackets :

GENERAL.—The Headquarters of 
the 98th (Surrey and Sussex Yeo- 
manry, Q.M.) Field Regiment, Royal 
Artillery (T.A.) King’s-avenue, 
Clapham Park, S.W.4, which were 
designed by Messrs. J. Hatchard- 
Smith and Son, F.R.I.B.A., were 
opened on Saturday last by Her 
Majesty Queen Mary. 

PLANNING. — Accommodation is 
provided on the ground floor as 
follows: Entrance hall and offices, 
facing King’s avenue; drill hall, gun 
park, and _ stores with parade 
ground adjoining in rear of build- 
ing. Sergeants’ and men’s messes, 
with bar and kitchen, are planned 
facing Crescent-lane. 

The rooms are all conveniently 
arranged around the drill hall. 
There is a separate entrance hall off 
Crescent-lane which gives access to 
the messes and off which are lava- 
tories; there is a staircase off this 
hall leading up to the Raikes range, 
lecture room, Q.M. office, and care- 
taker’s quarters on the first floor. 

Off the main entrance hall there is 
a wide and well lit staircase leading 
to the officers’ mess and lavatories, 
and offices on the first floor. Ac- 
commodation has been provided for 
two permanent staff instructors, 
who occupy a part of the ground 
floor at east end of the Crescent- 
lane block and first floor over, and 
over the men’s mess on the first 
floor. Living quarters have each a 


living-room, kitchen, bathroom, 
three bedrooms and store cupboards. 
The boiler room has been arranged 
under the men’s lavatory and chang- 
ing-room. 

ConstRucTION.—The building is of 
Georgian design, and is of brick 


construction faced with multi- 
coloured hand-made sandfaced 
bricks, and cast-stone dressings. 


The ground floors are of solid con- 
crete, and ‘the first floors are of 
hollow-tile construction, finished 
with deal wood blocks, except in the 
case of the drill hall, which has 
maple wood blocks, and the stores 
and lavatories, which are granolithic 
paved. The gun park floor is 
finished in cement. 


The pitched roofs over the 
King’s-avenue and _  Crescent-lane 
blocks are covered with sand-faced 
tiles, but the roof over the drill hall 
is covered with asbestos sheeting, 
on boarding carried on steel trusses. 
Heating is by low-pressure hot water 
with radiators and coils in the case 
of stores and gun park. Internally, 
the drill hall is finished with fair- 
faced brickwork distempered above 
a cement-painted dado. The flats 
over stores and gun park, etc., are 
of similar construction to the first 
floors and covered with cork and 
asphalt. 


The external paving is tarmac in 
front and concrete at rear of build- 


ing, forming a parade ground with 
gates leading out on to Lyham- 
road, petrol stores being against 
east boundary wall. 

The whole, including all external 
work, took approximately nine 
months to complete, the general 
contractors being Messrs. Wates, 
Ltd., of London-road, Norbury, 
S.W.16.

THE main elements of accommo- 
dation on the ground floor of this 
building for Messrs. Pilkington 
Brothers, Ltd., consist of workers’ 
canteen and staff canteen, which 
are placed on the south and north 
sides respectively of a central 
kitchen. 

The workers’ canteen is a fine, 
spacious room measuring 100 ft. long 
by 60 ft. wide, bridged by a rein- 
forced concrete roof in one clear 
span. The workers’ entrance hall 
is placed at the east end of the 
workers’ canteen, off which are 
arranged male and female lava- 
tories, shop, ete. A continuous 
counter running the whole length 
of kitchen with barrier rails gives 
direct service to the workers’ can- 
teen. The kitchen, scullery, wash- 
up, etc., are well arranged with the 
latest kitchen equipment. Clear- 
storey lighting affords uniform 
lighting to kitchen, and a mechani- 
cal ventilation system has been 
THE MANAGERS’ LOUNGE. installed. 

The staff entrance block, includ. 
ing lavatories, etc., is adjacent to 
the staff canteen on the north side, 
and gives access to the first floor. 
A central corridor, with glass-brick 
walls, gives access on the Canal- 
street side to the managers’ lounge 
and the visitors’ dining - room. 
The two long walls are decorated

Tue London Passenger Transport Board, 
besides transporting London’s vast popu- 
lation very efficiently abeut its business, 
is one of our soundest and most consis- 
tent patrons of architecture and design 


and the loyalest publicity agent tor 
London and London life. 
The subterranean architecture of St. 


Paul’s and Aldgate East stations, both of 
which have been recently remodelled, 
shows the Board in both capacities. These 
stations have a spaciousness which they 
lacked before, and have taken on an up- 
‘o-date, cleanly planned appearance, 
specially with their smart biscuit-cream 
vall tiling. Considering the peculiar 
difficulties of subterranean architecture— 
‘chitecture turned inside out—combined 
vith the necessity to conform to existing 
ayouts, they succeed remarkably well in 
suggesting that they were free of any such 
factors at all. 


The London touch is supplied very 
neatly. One does not notice it at first, 
but some of the tiles in the wall tiling on 
the platforms and stairs are modelled in 
low relief. They are not arranged regu- 
larly or symmetrically but, as it were, at 
random, more or less at eye level. They 
are glazed and the same biscuit-cream 
colour as the general tiling, so that they 
provide interest without interfering with 
the general appearance of the walls. 

The subjects modelled are mostly repre- 
sentative of the districts and counties 
through which the Board’s_ services 
operate, but in some cases their signifi- 
cance is more intimate, as in the tile 
showing the Houses of Parliament, which 
besides being architecturally outlined are 
spiritually symbolised in the shape of two 
coronets and a bowler hat. 

St. Paul’s, the Crystal Palace, and 55, 
Broadway, are familiar and immediately 
recognisable, and the seagulls and waves 
are easily associated with the Thames, but 
the heraldic tiles will probably stump 
most of us. Apart from the Griffon (the 
L.P.T.B. crest) they represent London 
and the home counties. The three seaxes 
(a seax being a short sword or a slater’s 
axe) of the Essex and Middlesex tiles 
show the punning propensities of the old 
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CRYSTAL PALACE 


heralds. The five princesses of Berkshire 
are much more intriguing. These crests 
should inspire a good deal of tentative 
identification, even if they succeed only 
in being associated with public-house 
signs. In fact, it is a good idea to have 
kept them enigmatic instead of docketing 
them with the names of the counties and 
buildings they represent. They are more 
interesting this way and escape any 
“educational ”’ flavour. 

A new and promising departure is indi- 
cated in the special portrait tile of 
Thomas Lord for Lord’s station (is this a 
new St. John’s Wood ?). Whether this is 
the first of a series or not remains to be 
seen, but there are plenty of notable 
names associated with the London scene, 
and most of them no doubt well supplied 
with excellent profiles, so that if it should 
be decided to build up a series on these 
lines there should be no limitation of 
subject matter—Keats for Hampstead, 
Lamb for Stoke Newington, Carlyle for 
Chelsea, and so on, though there is no 
need to stick to literary figures. Room 
should be found for the unmistakable 
profiles of Disraeli and Gladstone at West- 
minster, and for that dean of all Lon- 
doners, Dr. Johnson, at, say, the Temple. 
And then there is Dickens, who could 
never be omitted, Sir Christopher Wren 
at St. Paul’s, Nash at Regent’s Park, and 
Inigo Jones at Covent Garden, to repre- 
sent the architectural profession, Sherlock 
Holmes with his underslung pipe at 
Baker Street, Sir John Falstaff at the 
appropriate station in the Eastcheap area, 
and Pecksniff at the Monument. 

The Board, and Mr. Harold Stabler, 
who designs the tiles, and Messrs. Carter 
and Co., who execute them, will probably 
have thought of these already. They are 
the associations which spring immedi- 
ately to mind. And as the process of re- 
modelling and reconditioning the Under- 
ground stations is obviously not an over- 
night affair, there is plenty of time in 
hand to think of others perhaps more 
appropriate and more local, or to develop 
the idea in quite different directions. But 
whatever is decided it is an excellent 
notion, and one which will certainly 
arouse popular interest.

By the death of Mr. H. G. Murphy, 
which took place in London recently, a 
great designer is lost to the craft of silver- 
smithing. For nearly 30 years Mr. 
Murphy has been a considerable power 
in this branch of design, and had 
acquired a reputation for ecclesiastical, 
City Companies’ and presentation plate 
second to none. What was probably his 
last work—a design for the National Asso- 
ciation of Boys’ Clubs—is illustrated on 
page 139. 

Apprenticed to Henry Wilson, under 
whom he was also at the Royal College 
of Art, Murphy worked in Berlin under 
Lettré before setting up in London. For 
over 20 years he has been associated with 
the L.C.C. School of Arts and Crafts, first 
as assistant, later as head of department 
of silversmithing and allied crafts, and, 
since 1936, as Principal. His interest in 
the craft was perhaps best shown by the 
notable successes of his pupils. He was 
a liveryman of the Worshipful Company 
of Goldsmiths, and a president of the Arts 
and Crafts Exhibition Society. He was 
one of the first group of designers to re- 
ceive the R.D.I. diploma of the Royal 
Society of Arts.

The death has taken place, following a 
motor accident in Belfast, of Mr. J. B. 
Robinson, M.R.I.A.I. A son of the late 
Professor Robinson, of Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Mr. Robinson was attached to the 
architectural section of the Northern Ire- 
land Ministry of Finance, and prepared 
plans for some ef the recent police barrack 
and post office schemes of the Northern 
Ireland Government.

THE COLLEGE OF ESTATE 
MANAGEMENT. 


“* Repairing Covenants.” 

A well-attended post-graduate lecture was 
given at the College of Estate Management 
on Wednesday, July 5, by Mr. Joseph 
Ricardo, Barrister-at-Law, on the subject of 
“Fair Wear and Tear,’’ and other aspects of 
repairing covenants. Mr. E. W. Eason, 
President of the College, presided. 

Mr. Ricarpo said that the relationship of 
landlord and tenant had been so universal 
and had been the subject of judicial con- 
sideration for so many hundreds of years 
that one would have thought the precise 
meaning of the covenants found in leases 
granted during the last two or three centuries 
would have been declared, if not by the 
House of Lords, at least by the Court of 
Appeal. It was surprising to find that the 
familiar covenant whereby the tenant under- 
took to keep the premises in good repair, 
‘“‘fair’’—or ‘‘ reasonable ’’—‘‘ wear and tear 
excepted,’ had not until recently been con- 
sidered by any court higher than a Divisional 
Court; and even then the meaning which 
that court gave to those words in 1928 was 
held to be wrong by the Court of Appeal 
some nine years later. For a number of years 
the courts had construed such covenants 
almost as if the exception were not present. 

The speaker referred to the case of Taylor 
and Webb in which the Court of Appeal in 
1937 decided that the words ‘“‘ fair or reason- 
able wear and tear excepted’’ relieved the 
tenant from liability to make good the 
damage caused by ordinary use, the normal 
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effects of the elements and time, however 
great the amount of such damage. He 
further said that where a prospective tenant 
refused to assume unqualified liability for 
repairs, it was better to say nothing about 
repairs, as then the tenant, in all probability, 
would be liable for permissive waste, 7.e., 
allowing the building to decay for want of 
repair. 

The speaker, after dealing with several 
interesting cases, said that another term 
which had not been definitely construed was 
“structural repair.’’ There was a case, that 
of Boswell v. Crucible Steel Co. (1925), in 
which the tenant covenanted to keep the 
landlord’s fixtures in repair. In this case it 
was held that a fixture meant something 
affixed to the premises after the structure of 
the building had been completed, and in the 
case in question, where the sides of the build- 
ing were mainly composed of plate-glass win- 
dows which did not open, that the windows 
formed part of the structure of the building, 
and that the tenant was not liable to repair. 


There were two statutes which affected the 
right of the lessor to call upon the tenant 
to do repairs. The first was the Landlord 
and Tenant Act, 1927, which limited the 
amount of damages for breach of covenant to 
repair (expressed or implied) to the amount 
by which the value of the revision was 
diminished, and further provided that no 
damages were recoverable for such breach if 
it be shown that the premises were likely to 
demolished, or that after the determina- 
tion of the lease it was intended to make 
such structural alterations as would render 
the repairs covered by the covenant valueless. 
Under the Leasehold Property Repairs Act 
of 1938, a landlord could not bring any action 
against a tenant for breach of covenant to 
repair, nor could he bring an action for 
forfeiture of lease by reason of breach of 
covenant to repair where the lease as origin- 
ally granted was for 21 years or more, and 
the rateable value of the property was £100 
or less, and there were five years or more to 
run at the date of the service of the notice, 
without the leave of the court. 

Many questions were dealt with by the 
speaker at the conclusion of the lecture.

BUILDING CONTRACT—IV

(ASCERTAINMENT OF PRICES 
FOR VARIATIONS.) 

Tuts clause replaces Clause 10 of the 1931 
Form, with certain alterations. As in the 
previous Form, no variation is to vitiate the 
contract. All variations authorised by the 
architect or subsequently sanctioned by him 
in writing are to be measured and valued by 
the surveyor. The surveyor must give the 
contractor an opportunity of being present at 
the time of the measurement and of taking 
any notes and measurements that he requires. 

The contractor is to be supplied with a 
copy of the priced bills of variations [1931 
Form, called a ‘‘ measured bill’’] not later 
than the end of the period of final measure- 
ment, which is to be stated in the appendix 
[if none other is stated, it is three months 
from the practical completion of the works] 
and in all instances before the date of the 
architect's certificate regarding such varia- 
tions. The valuation of the variations, 
unless otherwise or previously agreed, is to 
be made in accordance with the rules con- 
tained in the clause. [Under the 1931 Form 
(Clause 10), the contractor was to receive the 
copy of the measured bill on or before the 
date of the architect’s certificate. The con- 
tractor is now definitely entitled to receive 
the priced bills of variations within three 
months (if no other time is stated) from the 
practical completion (see below) of the works, 
an elastic term, and one not to be com- 
mended. | 

The rules included in Clause 9 are these :— 

(a) Prices in the bills of quantities in 
Clause 2 are to be used in determining the 
value of extra work of similar character done 
under similar conditions as work priced in 
them. [As before. ] 

(b) Where the extra works are not as in (a), 
the said prices are to be the basis for the 
same, as far as is reasonable, failing which a 
fair valuation is to be made. [This valuation 
need not now be based upon prices for similar 
work in the locality current when the extra 
works were executed, as provided in the 1931 
Form, Clause 10 (b), though probably such 
prices would still be a basis in practice. ] 

(c) For extra work which cannot be properly 
measured and valued, the contractor is to be 
allowed day-work prices, (1) at the rates, if 
any, inserted by the contractor in the bills 
of quantities (Clause 2) or in the form of 
tender [these latter words are new, and 
require no special comment], or (2) if no rates 
have been inserted, payment is to be made 
at the rates stated in the National Schedule 
of Day-work Charges agreed between the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution and the 
National Federation of Building Trades’ 
Employers, or (3) at any rates agreed between 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution and an 
appropriate body representing any  sub- 
contracting trade, whether the work be done 
by the contractor or by a sub-contractor. 
‘Here, as in Clause 7, reference is made to the 
sub-contractor, who is, to the extent covered 
oy Clause 7 and the present clause, brought 
into the main contract. ] 

Vouchers recording the time spent daily 
upon the work (and workmen’s names, if the 
architect requires them), and materials used, 
must be delivered either to the architect or 
his representative not later than the end of 
the week following that in which the work 
has been executed. [This is similar in all 
respects to Clause 10 (c), last paragraph of the 
1931 Form. } 

_(d) The prices in the <bove-mentioned bills 
I quantities (7.e., those in Clause 2) are to 
determine the valuation of items omitted. But 
if omissions substantially vary the conditions 
under which any remaining items of work are 
arried out, the prices for these are to be 
valued under rule (b) above. [The word 
‘ substantially ’’ is new, and may give rise 
‘o disputes between the architect and con- 
tractor which would have to be settled by 


CLAUSE 9. 
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arbitration under Clause 26, being a dispute 
or difference arising during the progress of the 
work as to a matter or thing . . . arising 
under the contract or in connection therewith. | 

The measurement and valuation of the works 
is to be completed within the period of final 
measurement stated in the appendix, or if 
none stated, then within three months from 
the practical completion of the works, and 
effect given to the measurement and valuation 
of variations by adjusting the contract sum 
(7.e., the lump-sum price). [The term “ prac- 
tical completion ’’ has no legal signification. 
It may be taken to allow of certain un- 
important items, such as are given by the 
architect in a list of defects prior to com- 
pletion still requiring to be done. The term 
does not necessarily denote certified com- 
pletion. The 1931 Form uses the word ‘ com- 
pletion ’’ simply, and that is always a question 
of fact quite independent of the architect’s 
certificate. | 

Clause 10 of the 1931 Form, which Clause 9 
of the new Form replaces, provided for 
interim measurements and valuation. This 
provision has been transferred to Clause 24 
of the new form and will be commented upon 
in a later article.

POSITION IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


‘* THe position of the building industry shows 
a considerable improvement this month,”’ 
states the current issue of The Building 
Industries Survey, published by the Building 
Industries Nationa] Council, 85, Gloucester- 
place, London, W.1, ‘‘ the rate of unemploy- 
ment among insured building operatives in 
Great Britain having fallen to 10.9 per cent. 
in mid-June compared with 12.0 per cent a 
year ago. 

‘* This considerable improvement is mainly 
due, as was pointed out in the last issue, to 
an urgent short-term programme to provide 
hutment camps for the militia. There is 
evidence in the figures that the normal 
activity of the industry has shown less than 
the usual seasonal increase. 

‘* This decline in normal work forthcoming 
for the industry is also shown in the figures 
of building a approved by 142 local 
authorities in Great Britain yA June. 
Following the poor return for May the total, 
at £7,579,000, shows a decline on the year of 
£1,058,000 or 12.2 per cent. The total for 
the twelve months ended June, at £92,900,000, 
is the lowest since the year ended June, 1934. 

‘The fall in June, 1939, as compared with 
June, 1938, is again mainly due to dwelling- 
houses, plans for which, at £3,988,000, show 
a fall on the year of £1,645,000. The housing 
figure for the year ended June is the lowest 
recorded since 1935. This shows the grave 
effect on the building industries of the lack 
of confidence associated with the absence of 
facilities for effective insurance against air- 
raid damage. 

‘* The Government announcement of the in- 
tention to appoint a conference to examine the 
practicability of evolving a scheme for mutual 
provision against war damage to property is 
a useful step towards the restoration of con- 
fidence which was pressed for by the Building 


Industries National Council in its recent 
Memorandum to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


‘* The position of public works contracting 
shows much more than the normal seasonal 
improvement during the month. The rate of 
unemployment in Great Britain in the middle 
of June, at 29.0 per cent. of the insured opera- 
tives, was the lowest since the depression of 
1931-32. The improvement is due mainly to 
armament. work, particularly in connection 
with hutments for the militia. 

‘“The position of the materials industries 
shows a continuation of the recent trend. The 
outlook for the lighter materials is not so 
favourable in view of the probable continuing 
decline in building work of a normal kind. 
and, in many cases, civil defence uses are 
being developed. The heavier structural 
materials, however, are likely to be in increas- 
ing demand as armament expenditure con- 
tinues to expand and protective works under 
the Civil Defence Bill are put in hand.”’ 
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BUILDING STATISTICS 


FURTHER IMPROVEMENT IN 
EMPLOYMENT. 

EMPLOYMENT showed a further improvement 
in June, and was good, states the current 
issue of the Ministry of Labour Gazette. 
The improvement extended to all adminis- 
trative divisions and affected all occupations 
except painting and decorating. Compared 
with a year ago, there was an improvement 
in the industry as a whole, but there were 
increases in the numbers of bricklayers, 
slaters and tilers, and plasterers recorded as 
unemployed. 

As regards individual occupations, employ- 
ment in June was good, with carpenters, 
bricklayers and masons, fair with painters 
and plumbers, and moderate with slaters and 
tilers and plasterers. With labourers to 
skilled occupations and builders’ labourers 
employment was fair, but with navvies, 
general labourers, and certain other occupa- 
tions, it remained slack. 

At June 12, 118,457 insured persons were 
unemployed (including 3,839 who were tem- 
porarily stopped), a percentage of 11.3 This 
was 1.1 per cent. better than the month be- 
fore and 1.3 per cent. better than the corre- 
sponding figure a year ago. 


BUILDING PLANS APPROVED. 

Returns as to the estimated cost of build- 
ings for which plans were approved during 
June have been received from 142 of the 
146 local authorities which supply such 
information to the department. 

For all classes of buildings combined, the 
total for June shows an increase of 5.0 per 
cent. as compared with the corresponding 
total for May, and a decrease of 12.2 per 
cent. as compared with June, 1938. 

The returns received from these 142 autho- 
rities (representing towns with a total popu- 
lation of 17,362,000 in 1931) are summarised 
in the following table, in which are also 
given the total figures for June, 1938, in 
respect of the same 142 authorities :—

Figures for May. 

In last month’s issue of the (‘azette figures 
were given for 142 local authorities in respect 
of plans approved during May, 1939. Re- 
turns for the latter month are now available 
for all of the 146 local authorities covered by 
the department’s inquiries (representing 
towns with a total population of 17,873,000 
in 1931). The estimated cost of the build- 
ings included in the returns was £7,650,000, 
compared with £7,659,600 in April, 1939, and 
£9 204,600 in May, 1938. Of the total for 


May, 1939, dwelling-houses accounted for 
£4,075,600 ; factories and workshops, 
£879,400; shops, offices, warehouses and 


other business premises, £723,800; churches, 
schools and public buildings, £1,020,100; 
other buildings and additions and alterations 
to existing buildings, £951,100. The number 
of dwelling-houses for which plans were 
approved by the 146 authorities in May was 
8,592, as compared with 9,319 in April, 1939, 
and 12,588 in May, 1938.

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LAW REPORT 


ADJOINING OWNER’S RIGHT OF SUPPORT 
FROM HOUSE TO BE DEMOLISHED UNDER 
CLEARANCE ORDER. 


CHANCERY DIVISION. 
Before Mr. Justice SmonDs. 


Bond v. Nottingham Corporation. 

This case, in which His Lordship delivered 
a considered judgment, raised the important 
question as to whether the Nottingham Cor- 
poration, as the Housing Authority, had the 
right to demolish a house occupied in a 
clearance order made under the Housing 
Acts, without providing equivalent support for 
an adjoining house outside the area, the owner 
of the latter being entitled to an easement of 
support from the premises to be demolished. 

The plaintiff, Mr. G. C. Bond, was the 
owner of premises known as Aspley House, 
Alperton-road, Nottingham, which was on 
the boundary of an area subject to a 
Clearance Order made by the Corporation and 
in January, 1935, confirmed by the Minister 
of Health. 

Mr. Bond alleged that he was entitled to 
an easement of support for his house from 
adjoining property belonging to a Mr. 
Norman, in Aspley-place, which came under 
the purview of the clearance order. Mr. 
Bond, having reason to believe that Mr. 
Norman contemplated demolishing his pro- 
perty without providing equivalent support 
for Mr. Bond’s, the latter commenced actions 
against both Mr. Norman and the Corpora- 
tion, which were consolidated. 

Mr. Bond then applied on motion for an 
injunction to restrain Mr. Norman from de- 
molishing his property without providing 
equivalent support for Mr. Bond’s house, and 
on May 4, His Lordship granted the injunc- 
tion, and the action against the Corporation 
stood over. Then as the Corporation pro- 
posed to do the work without providing such 
support, Mr. Bond applied for an injunction 
against the Corporation. 

In giving judgment on the application 
against the Corporation, his lordship said as 
Mr. Norman had failed to demolish his 
premises and the Corporation having inti- 
mated that they proposed doing so without 
. providing equivalent support for Mr. Bond’s 
premises, unless it were decided that they 
must provide it, he (the judge) had to decide 
that question. 

The Minister of Health had confirmed the 
clearance order in question, and it was the 
positive duty of the Corporation under Sec- 
tion 26 (I) of the Housing Act, 1936, to enter 
and demolish the buildings and sell the 
materials thereof. No provision was made by 
the Act for compensation tor any damage to 
adjoining buildings in the exercise of the 


Corporation’s statutory powers. But the 
question arose as to whether the Cor- 
poration were authorised to do_ that 
which My. Norman could not do—viz., 


deprive the plaintiff, Mr. Bond, of the 
support afforded by the condemned building 
without providing equivalent support? It 
was true that no compensation was provided 
for any person whose house was demolished, 
but that was a penalty for owning a house 
which had become unfit for human habita- 
tion, or dangerous to the health of the in- 
habitants of the area, and no such considera- 
tion applied to one whose house was outside 
the area and who was not responsible for 
the condition of any house within it. It was 
not necessary to determine Mr. Bond’s wider 
proposition that the Corporation could not 
demolish Mr. Norman’s house without pro- 
viding equivalent support, whether or not 
there was an easement of support, for in his 
narrower proposition he was clearly right. 
He had a valuable proprietary right which 
the law recognised—an easement of support 
from his neighbour’s house—and that right 
could only be taken from him by plain enact- 
ment. 

Applying that principle, his lordship said 
he could find nothing in the Housing Act of 
1936 which justified the Corporation in de- 
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priving the plaintiff of his right of property. 
It was conceded that Mr. Bond was entitled 
to an easement of support from the property 
to be demolished, and the Corporation must 
be restrained from demolishing it without 
providing equivalent support. 

Order accordingly, and the motion was 
treated as the trial of the action. 

An extended time for appealing was 
granted as the plaintiff had recently died.

QUESTIONS. 


Faulty Pavement Slab a 
Str,—An aged woman is walking along a 
public footway when she trips over a pave- 
ment slab sticking up at one end. The woman 
is thrown and breaks her arm. I am told 
that as the stone has been laid for a long time 
the woman has no claim; but I contend her 


claim would hold.

[The following answer has been contri- 
buted by a correspondent: In the circum- 
stances described no action for damages will 
lie against the highways authority, for it is 
mere non-feasance on the part of the highway 
authority in the discharge of its duties. 

In order to establish liability it is necessary 
to show some act amounting to positive mis- 
feasance as opposed to mere non-feasance, 
which it does not appear possible to do in 
this instance. 

Mis-feasance is the improper performance 
of a lawful act; whereas non-feasance is the 
failure or omission to perform an act which 
a person is under an obligation to perform. 
In this instance there is non-feasance on the 
part of the highway authority only. | 


Rough-casting a Concrete Wall. 

Sirn,—I have recently been erecting a 
greenhouse with concrete walls; these have 
been built with a wooden mould, and the 
finished effect is not quite up to my expecta- 
tions, and I therefore propose to rough-cast 
the surface. Would you please let me know 
the correct way to set about this job.

[The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent :—Use a trowel to put a 
coat of mortar (1:3) 4 in. thick on the wall, 
and scratch it well to a depth of § in. to give 
a key. The scratches should be wavy ones in 
a horizontal direction. When this has har- 
dened, a second coat } in. thick is trowelled 
on, and the roughcast is thrown on to this 
from a trowel before it has hardened but 
when it is stiff enough not to be knocked off 
when the roughcast is thrown on to it. 

The roughcasting mixture consists of gravel 
or other stone of any size between 3 in. and 
3 in., without fine particles. This is well 
covered with a mix of cement and sand 
(1: 14), and the whole mixed fairly wet. It 
may be thrown on by hand or with a trowel. ,

Water in Motor Pit. 

[Answers To “F, L. T.,” Juty 21.] 

Str,—Provided the water could be kept 
down by pumping, I suggest the back walls 
of the pit be excavated below the lowest level 
and a small petrol pump put to work. When 
the pit is thoroughiy dry, render the floors 
and walls in two coats of asphalt, 3 in. thick, 
and then load the walls and the floor with 
4 in. of fine pea gravel concrete. 4: 2:1 mix. 
If there is insufficient room to do this, com- 
municate with a specialist waterproofer who 
can give a quotation. Much, however, will 
depend on the construction of the pit; it may 
be badly constructed and on a bad founda- 
tion and constantly moving; that means a 
new pit entirely. G.. W.. Hi.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


Scottish Progress. 

Mr. CoLvitie, the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, during the debate on Scottish 
estimates, said that last year local authori- 
ties completed 19,160 houses—the largest 
number built by local authorities in Scotland 
in one year. Private enterprise completed 
6,900 working-class houses in the same year. 
Since 1919, a total of 313,000 working-class 
houses had been built by local authorities 
and private enterprise. One working-class 
house in every four was a post-War house. 
They still needed in Scotland some 230,000 
additional houses. 


Rural Areas. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Roperts, 
Mr. Exxior said that up to May 31, 1939, 
the latest date for which complete informa- 
tion was available, the number of houses pro- 
vided for agricultural workers in rural dis- 
tricts in England and Wales under the 
Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1938, was 
1,789. 


Private Enterprise. 

Mr. CuHapMan asked the Minister of Health 
if he would give the total numbers of working- 
class houses built by private enterprise during 
the last 10 years in England and Wales for 
sale and for letting purposes respectively. 

Mr. Exuior said that during the period 
October 1, 1933, to March 31, 1939, 1,258,747 
houses of a rateable value not exceeding £26 
(£35 in Greater London) were built by private 
enterprise without State assistance, and of this 
number 352,648, or 28 per cent., were occupied 
by persons other than the owners. This 
information was not available in respect of 
the period prior to October 1, 1933. 


Clearance Orders. 

Mr. Raruponet asked the Minister of 
Health whether he was aware that under the 
Housing Act, 1936, a demolition order once 
confirmed could not be revoked even if the 
building was required as an agricultural 
storehouse ; and whether he would introduce a 
Bill amending the Housing Act, 1936, to 
empower him at his discretion to revoke a 
demolition order made under that Act if, 
after confirmation of the order, the building 
concerned was required for purposes other 
than human habitation. 

Mr. Etxior said that the answer to the first 
part of the question was in the affirmative 
He was sending his hon. friend a copy of a 
circular which he sent to local authorities in 
January last following consideration of the 
subject by the Central Housing Advisory 
Committee. The Committee, while suggesting 
changes in the administrative procedure, did 
not recommend any alteration in the law in 
view of the necessity for finality. 


Old Westminster Hospital. 

Mr. Keettne asked the First Commissioner 
of Works how the height of the proposed 
block of offices on the site of the old West 
minster hospital, overlooking the Abbey, com- 
pared with that of the hospital; whether he 
was aware of the public anxiety that any new 
building in the immediate proximity to the 
Abbey should be of moderate height; and 
whether he would submit to the Royal Fin« 
Art Commission, for their opinion, models o 
the proposed building and of the Abbey. 

Mr. RamspotHam said that the greates' 
height of the existing hospital building wa 
about 80 ft. The greatest height of the new 
building would be not more than 88 ft. This 
however, would be the height of the top o 
the roof; the height of the main wall head 
the storeys above which would be set back 
would be about 67 ft. only, against 75 ft. fo: 
the present building. The design was stil 
in process of development, and these detail 
must be regarded as approximate only; bui 
he was in close touch with the promoters ©! 
the scheme, and he was fully alive to the con- 
siderations which Mr. Keeling mentioned 
The Royal Fine Art Commission had had the 
opportunity of examining a model of the pro- 
posed building in relation to its surround- 
ings, including Westminster Abbey.

A letter was received from the National 
Association of Plumbing Teachers containing 
recommendations and suggestions made by the 
Association for instituting refresher courses 
for plumbers over the age of 25 years. These 
recommendations were carefully considered 
and received the cordial approval of the 
Council. 

A letter received from the Secretary of the 
Institute of Plumbers stated that Messrs. J. M. 
Goldthorp and R. H. Meadows had been re- 
cn to serve on the Council until June, 
1940. 

The desirability of inviting representatives 
of the various Area Councils to attend meet- 
ings of the National Council was considered, 
and after considerable discussion it was 
decided that the matter be again considered 
at the next meeting. 

The position of indentured apprentices 
under the National Training Act was con- 
sidered. Letters from Mr. Hamlin, and also 
correspondence between the Chairman and 
the Ministry of .Labour were read. The 
Ministry of Labour stated that the Act em- 
mown the Minister to make ‘regulations 
for the purpose of securing the fair adjust- 
ment of contracts of apprenticeship when 
employees are called up and that.such regu- 
lations would be made at an early date. The 
Council decided to inform the Joint Industrial 
Council that it was desirable that appren- 
tices should undertake their training as soon 
as they attain the age of 20 years so that they 
might return to complete the remainder of 
their apprenticeship before attaining the age 
of 21 years. 

The effect of the raising of the school leaving 
age on the period of apprenticeship, together 
with the suitability of the educational cur- 
riculum during the additional year was raised 
by Mr. Blackman. After some discussion the 
matter was deferred until the next meeting of 
the Council. 

Area reports received from the London, 
North-east coast and Manchester areas showed 
that the total number indentured in those 
three areas to date was 766, while 422 had 
completed training, and 292 were still in 
training. 

The next meeting was fixed for Thursday, 
October 5. 





ENGINEERING SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Following an examination in London last 
month, in which nine public and secondary 
schoolboys took part, R. G. Havers, of the 
Imperial Service College, Windsor, and C. R. 
Coltart, of Aldenham School, Elstree, have 
been awarded industrial scholarships by 
Messrs. R. A. Lister and Co., Ltd., of 
Dursley (Glos.). 

The winners will be given a 44 years’ 
course of training in the machine shops and 
drawing offices in the Lister engineering 
works at Dursley. During their training, 
instead of paying premiums as apprentices, 
they will be paid salaries, which start at £135 
a year and rise to £150. In the past, appren- 
tices taking the course have earned as much 
as £450 by the age of 21. 
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BUILDINGS FOR PUBLIC 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


FoLLow1ne the recent issue by the Board of 
Education to local education authorities of a 
circular dealing with buildings for public 
elementary schools, the Board of Education 
has issued the following statement :— 

“Tt has recently been brought to the 
Board’s notice by a deputation from an asso- 
ciation of local authorities that the Board’s 
pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Suggestions for the 
Planning of Buildings for Public Elementary 
Schools ”’ is regarded by many authorities as 
constituting a statement of the Board’s mini- 
mum requirements. It was represented that in 
consequence of this view being widely held 
many authorities were being deterred from 
proceeding with the provision of the buildings 
required for the purposes of reorganisation 
and the raising of the school-leaving age, on 
account of the expenditure involved in a strict 
adherence to the schedules of accommoda- 
tion given in the pamphlet. 

“While the suggestions in the Board’s 
pamphlet were framed with a view to the 
avoidance of unnecessary expenditure, it 
cannot be too strongly emphasised that they 
do not represent irreducible minima, but are 
suggestions and not regulations. It is there- 
fore open to any authority to submit plans 
which provide less complete accommodation 
than that set out in the pamphlet, and such 
plans will be sympathetically considered, pro- 
vided always that the provision proposed is 
suitable and sufficient for the needs of the 
particular school. 

‘‘The Board are themselves concerned at 
the high cost per place of many of the build- 
ing proposals submitted to them, and they 
are anxious to co-operate with authorities 
with a view to reducing such cost where this 
can be effected without loss of efficiency.” 

The statement also points out that the 
Board are concerned to know that considera- 
tions of cost are leading some authorities to 
postpone necessary new buildings and it is 
hoped that the circular may encourage such 
authorities to submit proposals.

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TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING 


In a circular recently issued by the Min- 
istry of Health to County Borough Councils, 
Non-County Borough Councils, Urban Dis- 
trict Councils, and Rural District Councils in 
England and Wales, the Minister of Health 
states that representations have been made 
to him with regard to the undesirable situa- 
tion which may arise in an area where a 
planning scheme is being prepared by a joint 
committee or the County Council if decisions 
as to interim development are issued by the 
Interim Development Authority which con- 
flict with the proposals of the planning 
authority. 

The circular points out that while the 
responsibility for the control of interim de- 
velopment rests with the District Council, 
and it is not suggested that their position is 
merely that of agents for conveying the deci- 
sions of the planning authority, none the 
less a serious conflict of views between the 
two bodies must necessarily create difficulties 
for the latter. ‘‘It is indeed obvious that 
the work of the planning authority would be 
largely wasted if interim decisions out of 
harmony with the intentions of the proposed 
scheme were given with any frequency,”’ con- 
cludes the circular; and in the event of a 
situation of this kind developing the Minister 
might well have to consider the question of 
transferring the control of interim develop- 
ment to the County Council or some other 
appropriate authority.

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BUILDING TRADE WORKERS 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 
ConFERENCES with employers on the 
National Wages Agreement, an examination 
of the National Apprenticeship Agreement, 
the Wet Time Insurance Scheme and holidays 
with pay were among the many matters men- 
tioned by Mr. Luke Fawcett in the course of 
his presidential address at the National Dele- 
ate Conference of the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers, at Whitley Bay, on 
Tuesday, July 25. ; ; f 
Mr. Fawcett said: The time is coming 
when the question of an increase in wages 
must be put to the issue. The technical pro- 
gress of the industry and the intense methods 
of working justify an increase in the rates of 
pay. The amount of building production 
demanded of our members should be balanced 
by higher earnings. : 
We have recently been able to establish 
agreements which provide for an annual holi- 
day with pay, on a non-contributory basis, 
for our members engaged in the granite in- 
dustry both in Cornwall and at Shap in 
Westmorland which, needless to state, is very 
highly appreciated by the members concerned. 
We have continued our endeavours to obtain 
holidays with pay for building trades opera- 
tives. This presents a complex problem for 
an industry like ours. We are certain, never- 
theless, that a solution can be found. Great 
advances in this respect have been made in 
other industries. Several millions of workers 
are having paid holidays this year who never 
had them previously. ‘Trade unions have been 
able to effect agreements with employers en- 
suring such holidays to about 4,000,000 
workers. The workers in the building in- 
dustry need them as badly as those who toil 
in other industries. Holidays to us have 
always been days of wretched unemployment. 
The time has come to alter that. At this 
period of the year, with warm weather and 
sunshine, a holiday by the sea or in the 
country is necessary to building operatives as 
a break from the rush and turmoil, fatigue and 
strain, dirt and dust, of building. The build- 
ing industry can well afford to make pro- 
vision for this vitally essential reform. 


Shorter Working Week. 

Further, the progress in the industry renders 
the demand for the shorter working week im- 
perative. During the year we have had much 
unemployment in the building industry—on a 
higher average than the three previous years. 
Last winter was a terrible one in this respect. 
There was a decline in housebuilding. 
Declines occurred, also, in respect of other 
kinds of building production. But for Govern- 
ment defence work we should have experienced 
one of the biggest slumps in our history. And 
but for that work now we should be in the 
depths of depression. 

e must endeavour to find all possible ways 
and means of dealing with the evil of unem- 
ployment. We have been engaged in trying 
to deal with one particular phase of it especi- 
ally—wet time. The Wet Time Scheme In- 
quiry has been held. I was able to attend all 
its sessions. Sixteen and a-half days were 
devoted to this inquiry. Fourteen days were 
devoted to listening to the statements of those 
who opposed the scheme. The opposition, in 
the main, came from certain small employers’ 
organisations, largely operating on the fringe 
of the building industry. They represented 
employers of but a small number of workers. 
In some instances they admitted the need for 
the scheme, confessed to its justice and value, 
but did not want to be brought into it. 

Yet, all things considered, it may be for the 
best that so much latitude was given to the 
opponents of the scheme. Their opposition 
has but thrown into relief its importance and 
urgency. We have heard the maximum that 
can be said against it. Such amounts to 
trivialities that can easily be settled by small 
adjustments when the scheme is in operation. 
The Ha of the inquiry have now to be 
considered by the Minister of Labour. I am 
hopeful (concluded Mr. Fawcett) that he will 
decide that the scheme shall be put into 
operation. We are justified in expecting that 
oF gon take that course. It is for us to wait 
and see.

As 
these inquiries have not reached finality, the 
Exhibition authorities have accepted the 
offers of Messrs. George Cohen and the 
Express Lift Co., and entered into an arrange- 
ment with these parties whereby it would be 
possible to sell the tower for erection else- 
where if the purchase were concluded during 
the next few weeks. Under this arrangement 
the purchasers and the Exhibition authorities 
would be the joint sellers, and the lifts could 
be included in the purchase by arrangement 
with the Express Lift Co., Ltd.
